The Calgary papers publish extracts from 
the prospectus of the — ay & Edmonton 
railway — 7 from which it appears that 
the company has entered into a contract 
with a responsible eontractor, accepted by 
the Dominion government and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, for constructing 
800 miles, of which 190 miles to Edmonton 
are to be completed by July 1, 1891, and 
the remaining 110 miles south, from Calgary 
to a point at or near Fort Macleod, by Nov. 
1, 1892, of u standard satisfactory to the 
Dominion government and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. The road is to be operated 
until July 1, 1896, by the C. P. R. The com- 
pany is entitled to a land grant of 1,920,000 
acres of which 605,000 acres is to be retained 
by the severnmen® as security for the cash 
subsidy gran and for the expenses of 
operating the road to be inen by the 
C. P. R. A sale of a considerable portion of 
the land grant has been made. The C. P. R. 
report refers to this projected railway as 
being of special importance to it, as it will 
render easily accessible large areas of its 
land now too faraway to be available. The 
line will run north to Edmonton, through 
what is known as the great fertile belt ofathe 
Northwest Territories, which is admirebly 
watered, and contains plenty of timber for 
fencing and building, with coal in abund- 
ance. 

A LETTER from W. R. Lloyd, late of d- 
monton, dated at Forty mile creek, Yukon 
river, Alaska, was received recently by J. 
Looby. The letter says: We have been 
out of luck this year on Forty mile creek. 
The river has flooded us out all summer. 
The first flood cleaned every one out of their 
wheels, fluming, ditching, etc. They all 
went to work and replaced their losses and 
when nicely finished a second flood tore 
everything away. The river continued to 
flood all summer so that the miners have 
had a r season of it. I have a winter 
claim which I expect to do wellin. Baptiste 
Pilon, who left Edmonton inthe spring of 
1888 by way of the Athabaaca and a 
zie rivers arrived here on the 20th of August, 
1889. He had a hard time. He crossed the 
80-mile portage between Peel river and Por- 
cupine river und had to leave everything 
behind him as he could not pack it. A 
United States survey party arrived at 
Ogilvie’s old winter quarters on the 19th of 
August, 1889, where they intend to winter, 
about 30 miles below Forty mile creek; and 
another party went up the Porcupine river.” 
Mr. Lloyd has not heard from any of his 
friends in Edmonton, and is anxious for a 
letter. His address is Wm. R. Lloyd, Forty 
we Creek, Yukon river, Alaska, via Juneau,
